Home Details of tlio Deatraullou. 
The rainstorm which set in here at 


four o'clock yesterday afternoon and con- 
tinued with great force of wind and tor- 
rents of water, was only a light sliower 
compared with that which occurred about 
the same time, a few miles to the south- 
west ot the city in the to^n ol Hock, 
where the storm assumed tbe magnitude 
ot_a hurricane and toruado combined. 
There-was no damage resulting £rom 
cither tho wind or rain in the city, but in 
tho town of Rook tbo damage in tbe 
wreck ot buildings and other farm im- 
provements, will reach several thousand 
dollars. 


Learning that tho buildings on tho 


farm occupied by Mr. S. E. Otis, in tbe 
town oC Hock had been wrecked by a tor- 
nado, a representative of the Gazette ivaa 
dispatched to tbe scene this morning to 
obtaiu the facts and inform himself of tha 
extent of tbo storm, for the purpose of 
giriog the readers of tho Gazette all .tbe 
information possible of the damages. 
Tbo storm cloud, as near as we could as- 
certained, was first seen by Mr. Wisner 
Tnpp, about SO rods west of his farm 
houae, appearing to him about two hun- 
dred Ceet in tho air, and sbapod like a 
balloon. Tuero was u strong wind pre- 
vailing at the time. Mr. Tripp upon see- 
ing this funnel shaped cloud immediately 
realized that a terrible 
storm 
was 


near at Land, but the cloud being at sucb 
an altitude, he thought it would not 
strike tha earth, but Jin this he waa mis- 
taken, for no sooner bad this thought en- 
tered his mind, era the powerful trunk of 
tho "balloon" bad reached to tbe earth 
aad commenced its work of tearing 
down fences and uprootiug trees. 
The 


house, barns and other buildings belong- 
iug to Mr. Tripps were in tbo course of 
the cyclone, and upon being reached, all 
were budly wrecked or seriously dam- 
aged. A barn, 34x44 teet was tukeu up 
and 
moved 
about 
twenty 
feet; 


a 
wagon 
shed 
and 
' 
a 
boi'oe 


barn, tho former 31i36 feet and tha latter 
34z36 feet, eighteen feet high, were made 
n total wreck; a shop 18x21 was taken 
from its foundation and moved nbout 
three rods, apparently uninjured. The 
roof was torn from his wood house; a 
corn crib 2C.UO feet was wrecked. All 
tha buildings on the furm wore more or 
lass damaged. The chimneys on the 
house were all.torn to pieces; tho house 
being of brick, seemed to stand the 
storm. The trees in Mr. Tripp's orchard 
were torn up by the roots, and much 
timber destroyed by being blown down. 
The treoe were broken, many being lifted 
richt out ot tbo ground. He estimates 
his loss at SI ,200. 


The storm uoxi visited tho farm oJ Mr. 


Joseph Griffin, who lives on the opposite 
side of tho road, where it wrecked his 
wind-mill, and tore the root from his 
barn, besides doing a great amount of 
damage to hia 
orchard 
by 
tearing 


up 
trees. 
Mr. 
Griffin 
being 


absent at the time we were at his 
place, we could not learn tho exact dam- 
ago, but will place it at S200. 


Here the tornado seemed to again leave 


the earth, and not much of any train 
could be seen of it until it reached tho 
river near a mile to the east, where it 
struck Mr. Otis' place, on the oast aide of 
the river. One of Mr. Otis' men, who 
wag out attending to the stock, saw tbe 
cloud, when, as he says, "it struck the 
nver, and made tho water iiy." Here the 
wreck was complete, and tbe force of tho 
storm was the severest, All tho buildings 
on this dairy farm wore wrecked, all bo- 
ing a total loss except the dwelling and 
the cheese house. One large barn, 40x28 
a tobacco shed 40s20, a com cnb G0sl2] 
were torn to pieces and hardly two pieces 
caa be found together, the wreck Doing 
scattered.in an easterly direction over the 
farm. The cow shed-woa also made a to- 
tal wreck. 
In the horse barn were four 


horses, but they itvere taken ont un- 
harmed. Mr. Otis endeavored to drive 
his.family down cellar, but the house was 
boing so badly shaken up and the women 
and 'children being so frightened that 
this was impossible, 
Tho chimneys 


wore all torn off, 
and the plastering 


broken. •-Large black oak tress 18 inches 
in diameter were lifted out of tho ground; 
fences torn down and the wreck was 
made complete. One of his hired men 
was caught up aud taken some twenty 
rods, alighting among the debris, unhurt. 
The loss here 19 about $3,500, 53,000 of 
which falls upon -Mr. F. S. Eldred, ot 
this city. About thirty rods up the rivor 
from.Mr. Otis, tbe large tobacco shed of 
Mr. Samuel Knight'waa demolished mak- 
ing a loss of about $700. 


The brick school house in the village 


of Atton, in which Miss Cornelia Keddy, 
of tbis city, teaches school, was wrecked, 
but this seemed to have been the vent of 
the wind or hurricane as the building 
was considerably out of the lino Ot tho 
storm. The school had been dismissed 
a abort time previous to the commence- 
ment of the storm, and no one was in the 
building. 


At no point within our observation was 


the storm over 40 roda wide, and only 
struck the earth at the points named. Mr- 
Otis was of the opinion that the storm 
reached the city, but upon learning to 
the contrary isnowsatistied that its force 
was exhausted at his place, or that it 
raised from the earth and passed away. 


The damage to farriers in the town of 


Bock cannot be far from 910,000. 


We hoar a rumor that tho storm did 


some damage to the west ot Mr. Tripps, 
but have no reliable information on that 
point.

Purchasing Positions. 


Tho Washington correspondent of 


the Boston Herald s;iys:. "Procuring 
Government positions for pay, or, lib 
speak more accurately, Ishoultlsay tho 
pretense of procuring them," said a 
gentleman of loii£ official experience to 
a Star reporter, "is a confidence opera- 
tion that will continue to be.practiced 
as long as there arc fools to be fleeced 
out of thoir mouey." 
" Are these brokura ever really able 


to command posi lions?" 


"No," was the reply. "There may 


be, and perhaps avu, cases.in which 
Government positions have been ob- 
tained from those having -the 
1 power to 


make appointments through corrupt 
bargains, possibly for tbe payment of a 
fixed sum of money, but such transac- 
tions have been between the corrupt 
official and some trusty crony, the lat- 
ter being the blind. Bu: tiiese men who 
ndvertiao to procure situations under 
the Government, and who profess to do 
it for pay, are sharpers—regular confi- 
dence men." 


" How do they work their schemes?" 
"Well, in dilTcrciiL ways. They are 


usually shrewd .scmnps, who use every 
opportunity :iml Lake advantage of ev- 
ery trick. One plun is to inform Lhe ap- 
plicant that a c;isli outlay will be neces- 
sary, and require an tulvunce from the 
victim of, say $25. He is put off from 
time to time aud fleeced as long as he 
will stand if, being told 'that the place 
has been secured, oin, thac another S25 
or $50 is ueccssLiry to pay for it. Finally 
the victim, out of patience, refuses to 
puy any more, and ihcu he is told that, 
s,s he will not comply with the neces- 
sary conditions, it is his o\vn fault that 
he fails, 
If ho threatens to expose Ike 


sharper, the latter coolly advises him 
that-he, in offering to buy a place is as 
deep in the mud as he (the sharper) 
is in the mire, and that's the end 
of it. I know of one case ia which 
a young man from a Western State 
was here seeking Government em- 
ployment.. One of the Senators from 
his State was working industriously 
for him, and had been promised a posi- 
tion. The young- man, however, got 
out-of patience and advertised that ho 
would pay for n, place. One of the 
smart brokers answered the advertise- 
ment, and the western young man 
called on him. After a short conversa- 
tion the terms were agreed upon, and 
Lhe broker assured the gentleman that 
he would get him a place. Then he 
asked his visitor i£ he had any rof-«- 
enccs—anybody who knew him, and 
who would vouch for his character, etc. 
'Oyes," replied the young man, very 
thoughtlessly; "Senator 
is my 


friend, and has been promised a position 
forme," naming the Department; Chief 
promise. Next day the broker waited 
upon the Senator aud expressed great 
interest in the young man. He was 
anxious to see him placed, and was sat- 
isfied he could be of service in obtaining 
bim a position if the Senator would but 
jermit him (the broker) to aid in the 
indertaking. The Senator, who, by 
the way, was one of the most honest 
and credulous, easy-going nieu I ever 
saw, gladly accepted the; proffered aid, 
and in a short timu the broker was in 
possession of all the facts concerning 
;hc case. He obtained a note from the 
Senator, addressed to the Department 
~hief, in relation to the matter, and 
thus worked himself right into it. Ho 
was informed that the Department had 
not lost sight of the case, and that ho 
might say to the Senator that a vacancy 
was to occurin. afewdays. The broker 
;hen carried to the young man the mes- 
iage which called him to the Depart- 
ment to receive liis appointment arid 
claimed to have procured the position 
or him. For .eight months that coniJci- 
ng youth paid the broker twenty-five 
lollars per month, only f.o leavn after- 
ward that the man had no more in- 
luencc in getting him work than the 
man. in the moon. The young man is 
till here in the Government employ, 
and he is a most worthy gentleman; 
lence I do not give his name. I've no 
oubt he's a type; of many cases. You 


may set down any man who offers to 
irocure Government places for pay as 
fraud."

18 of the Charter: "The 
Treasurer shall sell on the day and at 
the place designated in his notice all 
tracts and lots, or parts thereof, upon 
which the taxes or assessments shall 
remain unpaid. The sale shall be the 
smallest undivided portion of Lhe lot or 
tract which any person will take and 
pay the taxes and charges on the whole
